Greetings! 


This year we would like to invite everyone to visit Utah, and our gard- 
ens, for 1947 is Utah’s Centennial. We know you will find that our once 
desert-land has, indeed, been made to ‘“‘blossom as the rose” (or the iris.) In 
a special way we, too, are celebrating this centennial with six of our own 
introductions and another from the hand of our friend Mrs. P. E. Corey, of 
Reading, Mass. We are sure the iris-loving fancy will like our offerings. 
COOL LEMONADE is as refreshing as a drink of cool lemonade on a warm 
spring day. CREAM GOLD is equally refreshing with all the charm of its 
parents. DAWN OVERLAY we think you will find a new departure in color- 
ing. GOLD RUFFLES, although a bit marked with cinnamon reticulations 
on the haft, has been the one iris almost everyone has asked for, so we are of- 
fering it with apologies. but with an assurance that it will catch your heart- 
strings. MIRROR LAKE, too, has its faults in high branching and a lack of 
buds, but its color, grace and form will, we are sure, compensate; the tlowers 
hold their shape and color until they wither. RARE MARBLE is the brightest 
red-trimmed plicata we have grown. And from Mrs. Corey her lovely AMITY, 
an unusual blue and white plicata, which might be referred to as a “fancy” by 
Prof. Mitchell or as a ‘“‘Striate’ by Mr. Tompkins. We saw AMITY in its 
glory in Southern California last spring. We know you will like all of these 
iris, and we introduce them with a full realization of the strong competition 
they must meet. Since 1942 I have grown approximately ten thousand seed- 


lings yearly. 


For two years Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Crosby of Orem, Utah have been 
growing and increasing my iris stock, for my own space in Provo is principally 
occupied with the growing of seedlings and breeding stock. We hope those of 
you who have not tried our plants will give us an order. We think you will 
find our rhizomes as fine as anything grown. The Orem soil is ideal for iris 
culture. It is a light sandy loam without rocks—only a goodly supply of 
natural unused food elements. The hands of this couple are, indeed, expert 
in the care of these plants. Mrs. Crosby has become an extensive hybridizer, 
so we anticipate the year of her first introduction. Nearly all the plants we

send out this Centennial year will come from the Crosby farm; only some 1945, 
1946 and 1947 introductions, for the most part, will have to come from my 
own garden, and I shall make no apologies for the rhizomes I send you, for 
we have had good reports from fanciers the past three years. With our ex- 
panding business, however, we hope to grow all our stock, even to the intro- 
ductions, on the Crosby farm. 


Offer of Pink Seedlings to Hybridizers 


This year I will have many plants of these new strains “Sea Shell” or 
“Flamingo” pinks. In 1944 there appeared among my seedlings a delicate 
Shell-pink from the cross of Mary Rich Lyon and Midwest Gem which I num- 
bered 44-67. It is a sister seedling to GOLD RUFFLES which I am introducing 
this year. I have used 44-67 with Dr. Loomis’ and Dave Hall’s pink seedlings 
as well as with pink blends from various sources, so I will have a few extra 
plants of some of the numbered pink seedlings I saved last year (and pernups 
some from this year, as well), so if you are seeking pink breeding stock I will 
be glad to send you some of these seedlings. Numbered pinks will be $3.00 
each. Sister seedlings in other colors (not pink) at $1.00 each. Parentages will 
be furnished. I will have, this year, as well, seedlings from Overture, Dream 

Girl, Melitza, Flora Zenor, Dave Hall’s 42-10, 44-55, Golden Eagle, Daybreak, 
Golden Spike, Hall’s 40-24, 40-32, 40-34 (three sisier seedlings), some from 
Whiting seedlings and Dr. Loomis’ S.Q. 72. These are producing unusual and 
new colors. 


Wanted 


Have you produced a Wm. Mohr seedling? Or do you know of one? 
If you do will you write me about it? I have two dozen of these, now, and 
some I will have to trade with others who may be interested in this strain of 
“Mohr” hybrids. 


A Hint 


We offer some hints to those who have crossed with Wm. Mohr without 
much success. Open all buds just before they are due to open normally and 
pollenize all three stigmas before they have had a chance to become dry. 
The following varieties we have found to have very fertile pollen and will 
produce seed when used on Wm. Mohr: Pioneer and derivities (Indian Hills, 
Bright Melody, Inspiration, etc.), Los Angeles, San Francisco, and Sacramento 
and derivities (Franklin B. Mead, Claribel, etc.), Orloff and its decendents 
(Elsa Sass, Moonlight Madonna, etc.), Golden Eagle, Brown Betty, Radiant, 
Blue Shimmer, Chosen, Royal Command, Sunol, Ib-Mac, Casa Morena, Alta 
California, Madam Louis Aureau, Gypsy Baron, Golden Spike, Sea Deep, 
Azete Copper, Mauna Loa, Sea Shell derivities, Aldura, E] Capitan, Dauntless, 
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Cardinal and Rubeo derivities. W. R. Dykes and derivities (Happy Days, 
Isabellina, etc.), and our own Cool Lemonade which is from two plicatas, Elec- 
tra and Bonanza. Dr. Loomis, John Ohl and C. G. White suggest using diploids 
(24 cromosomed varieties) of pallida blood (such as Clara Noyes, Trostinger, 
Eros, Pink Ruffles, No-we-ta, Beverly, Elizabeth Ann, etc.) as pod parents 
when using the pollen of the oncocyclus species and their pure bred seedling 
offspring. We would suggest, too, using Purissima, Easter Morn and Snow 
Flurry as pod parents for these same oncocyclus and their fertile decendents 
since these varieties set seed with great ease. We hope you find these notes of 
interest. 


Keeping the Pollen, 


_We have found a pollen-file very handy to keep throughout the bloom- 
ing season and we carry this with us everywhere we go. I make small en- 
velopes from half sheets of typing paper folded to fit into a narrow but fairly 
long box. We have found a small cheese-box ideal. 


We have kept pollen (on their stamens, for easy handling and hybri- 
dizing) six weeks with good results at the end of that period. It is not neces- 
sary, here, in this somewhat arid state to keep pollen in closed capsules or 
under refrigeration.
